From the Leader. 
There is no doubt that smelting has 
been conduoted with less profit during 
the last year than at any time in the 
history of the district. Silver 1s low, 
and lead sells at a figure that will not 
for transportation to market, 
while the cost of labor and supplies 
remains at the old prices. It isa noto- 
rious fact that the of Richmond 
Trustees have been counseling for 
some time past whether it would not 
be better to close the mine and fur- 
naces dowa until such times as there 
was sufficient improvement in the 
metal market to justify continued 
operations, arguing that under the 
present system they were simply work- 
ng the mine out, returning but tri- 
fling profits to the sharehclders. If it 
had not been for a slight advance in 
rates, this would have been done two 
months ago. At the Eureka the situ- 
ation is slightly different, but those 
who control the destinies of that com- 
any have canvassed several projects 
ooking to a reduction of expenses. 
One of these, the transportation of the 
ore to California, was mentioned a few 
days since. It is claimed that the dif- 
ference in fuel and labor, will more: 
than counter-balance the added cost 
of freight. Another plan, now under 
consideration, is to ship coke to Eu- 
reka, and substitute that article. It 
is — that the best English coke 
can be placed here at a cost of $35 a 
ton, at which price it will compete 
with charcoal. The experience at the 
Richmond, where they have been 
using it for some time past, does not 
prove that it can be profitably em- 
ployed.
